wife was under obligation to grant a 
divorce to his partner whenever she 
chose to apply for one and she refused 
to be reconciled without it; and yet, 
while the liberty was so freely grant- 
ed, there was no other portion of the 
United States where this liberty was 
so little abused as it was in Utah. 

The idea of divorce is naturally ab- 
horrent to the “Mormon” mind. We 
marry for time and for all eternity. 
There is, therefore, a sacredness about 
this contract that is not felt where 
the contract is for time only and of a 
temporary character. Unions among 
us are generally entered into thought- 
fully and carefully. In the great 
majority of cases earnest prayer is 
resorted to for guidance, and the 
solemnity of the step is imp 
even upon the most youthful who 
enter into contracts of this character. 
Under these circumstances there is a 
disposition to bear with each other's 
faults, to be considerate and patient, 
and not to notice slight causes of 
difference, but to look upon them 
charitably. The spirit of the Gospel 
i where its precepts are observed, 

es husbands and wives to live 
together with great harmony. The 
result is that divorces are not com- 
mon among us. 

My attention has been called to 
this subject by noticing that, notwith- 
standing the many inducements there 
have been of late years for wives to 
avail themselves of the privilege to 
obtain divorce, there has been a great 
falling off in the number of ecclesi- 
divorces which have been 
granted. This is the more noticeable 
when it is remembered that formerly 
those who could get divorces through 
the courts did not think it necessary 
to get an ecclesiastical divorce. This 
has been changed. For some years 
past the rule has been established that 
all wives who have been married by 
the rites of the Church shall receive 
divorces of this character. The rea- 
son for this is, that in order for any 
wife to contract new ties in the House 
of the Lord, it is necessary that she 

id receive a divorce from the au- 
thority which bound her to her hus- 
band. On this account it might be

In 
early times there have been as high 
as seventy divorces granted in one 
year; but the average for the last ten 
years has been less than twenty-nine 
per annum. This is the more pleasing

is the — of affairs, and that 
this privilege has besn so little abused. 
In the beginning of our settlement in 
these mountains it was feared that this 
liberty might degenerate into license, 
and that many persons would take 
advan of the ease with which 
they eould secure a dissolution of the 
marriage contract. Among a corrupt 
ple this undoubtedly would have 
en the result; but among the Latter- 
day Saints it has not been. They 
have been governed by principle. 
They have shown a high regard for 
the covenants into which they have 
entered. It has been with extreme 
reluctance that very many have had 
recourse to divorce as a means of 
severing relations which held out no 
hope for happiness in this life nor the 
life to come. While there was a hope 
that the husband would pore him- 
self to be a savior to his ily, and 
capable of leading them into the celes- 
tial kingdom, many women have pa- 
tiently endured afflictions and poverty 
without 1 But when hope 
of salvation fled, and it seemed 
that the husband was likely to drag 
them all down into common ruip, 
these wives have availed themselves 
of their privilege, and have asked to 
have the contract into which they had 
entered in holy places dissolved by 
the same authority which had bound 
them together. There are doubtless 
many cases of divorce which are not 
of this character, but have had their 
origin in other causes. 
zut whatever the cause of divorce, 
their decrease among us may be ac- 
cepted as an evideuce of the increased 
faithfulness of the Saints of both

The evening of the 12th we arrived in Swansea, and was kindly received, 
in company with several ether Elders, under the hospitable roof of Presi- 
dent William A Matual Improvement Association was running full blest 
on our arrival, and we listened with pleasure to the exercises, and, on imvita- 
tion, took part in the same. We felt considerably at home in a meeting of 
this kind, as we remember that these institutions were the means of engaging 
us in a thorough investigation of the Gospel of Christ; and sines that Gospel 
has come te be regarded as our ark of safety, the pearl of great price, the 
grand system of truth which circumscribes ali truth—it is a matter of Small 
wonder if we have a lively interest in the welfare of these institutions, both 
at home and abroad. 

The next day we spent in visiting places of interest in and about Swansea. 
Among others to whom we were introdueed in Swansea was Mr. Fox, Editor 
of the Cambria Daily Leader, in which, it will be remembered, we have been 
permitted to publish a number of letters in defense of our people and doc- 
trines; and have met with a degree of fairness from that journal that is sel- 
dom extended to a Mermon”—ailbeit, the only privilege granted us, was 
that of representing ourselves, in our own way—this is all intelligent men 
can ask, it is as little as fairness can grant.

the discussion of the Mormon” people or their religion. We found Mr. Fox 
an outspoken man of broad and liberal views; and, if we mistake not, of gen- 
erous impulses. We also met Mr. Rouse, his associate in the editorial depart- 
ment, who has also treated our cause and people fairly. 

Arrangements had been made for the delivery of a lecture in the Minor 
Hall, Swansea, and an article in the Leader bespoke for us a fair hearing, 
whieh was certainly given. A report of our lecture will be found in another 
part of the Star. .

Monday we again parted from President Teasdale, he returning to the 
Liverpool Office, and we, the next day, in company with President Levi 
Naylor and Elders Kingston and Hulett, went to Lowestoft, where we met, 
in the evening, with the Saints and a few of their friends. Bidding farewell 
to our brethren and the Saints of the Norwich Conference, we crossed the 
country to Birmingham, and finding disciples there who received us into 
their houses, and provided for our every comfort, we tarried certain days,” 
‘and thence went to Huddersfield, where we again met President Teasdale, 
and spent a most enjoyable evening with the Saints and a number of their 
friends. Recitations, appropriate songs, experiences and testimonies bur- 
dened the winged moments with sweet snjoyment. 

Sunday morning found us on the way for Bradford, where the Leeds Con- 
ference was to convene. A few months ago very discouraging reports came 
to the Office from this Conference, and its dissolution was even suggested. 
Therefore, when we entered the splendid Temperance Hall, and found a fair 
sized congregation of Saints from the various Branches adjacent to Bradford, 
and a sprinkling of strangers, we were even more surprised than at Norwich. 
The congregation was much larger in the afternoon than in the morning, but 
owing to many of the Saints being obliged to leave on early trains for home, 
the number present in the evening was not so great as in the afternoon. 
Throughout the day the Spirit of the Lord was manifestly with us, and it 
was a spiritual feast. A feature worthy of note, both at this and the Norwich 
Conference, was the basket lunch provided by the Saints, and which was 


partaken of in the same building as the meetings were held in the one in- 


stance, and in a house adjacent in the other. This gave the Saints more time 
for social intercourse and pleasure than they could have enjoyed had they 
separated for refreshments. 

A marked revival has been brought about in the Leeds 3 among 
the Saints, and a number of strangers have become interested in the message 
the Elders bear. This revival must be very gratifying to Elder Quigley and 
his associates, and it should also be a source of encouragement to others now 
laboring in Conferences where the interest is flagging, for it brings to them 
the message that an interest may be yet aroused in districts where at present 
the prospects are discouraging. 

We observe that in all the Conferences we have visited there are numerous 
districts where it is reported that the Gospel has not been preached for some 
time, in some instances not for a number of years. The season for out-door 
preaching is now upon us, and an effort should be made by the Elders to get 
into these localities and proclaim the message they bear to this generation. 
In the inclement season of winter, it would be difficult to reach the people in 


* 
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the villages and towns we refer to, in oonsequemes of being unable to secure 
halls to which the people might be invited to hear ‘the Gospel. But in the 
summer season that difficulty is obviated by our being able to preach the 
Gospel in the open-air; and the Elders should lose no opportunity to avail 
themselves of this advantage. So far the police authorities throughout Eng- 
land have not failed to grant to the Elders the same protection from disturb- 
ance that has been accorded to other religionists, and conscious that that 
protection will still be accorded them, we say to the Elders, go forth in the 
strength, courage and power of your God; proclaim the truth, and sound the 
warning in the ears of all men, and Jehovah will support you. 

We return to our desk in this Office much refreshed both in body and in 
spirit, and experience the sentiment of a profound gratitude for the privilege 
we have had of visiting the several Conferences herein named, and for the 
excellent opportinity of raising our voice in testimony of the restoration of 
the Gospel in this generation, and for the opportunity of being a witness for 
God in our native land. We pray that God will abundantly bless the Saints 
who have so kindly administered to our necessities while traveling among 
them, and that the Elders may be prospered in their worthy endeavors to 
spread the knowledge of the Gospel among the people of these lands. R.
